1,692,797 students enrolled in public schools; 335,744 students 
enrolled in private and non-public schools; 579,553 students enrolled 
in colleges and universities; 104,770 public school graduates; 18,317 
private and non-public school graduates; 97,046 college and 
university graduates; 27,882 graduate educational development 
diplomas issued; 99,286 full-time public school classroom teachers; 
19,673 non-public school classroom teachers; an average public school 
classroom teacher's salary of $38,715; an average college and 
university full-time instructional faculty's salary of $46,075; 
expenditures per average daily membership of $3,249 for instruction, 
$5,239 for current expenditures, and $5,733 for total expenditures;

APPENDIX A 



GLOSSARY 



ADULT BASIC EDUCATION - A generic term describing programs funded under the 

Federal Adult Education Act and Act l<i3 of 1986, the Statts AduU Literacy 
Program where students are enrolled at one of three levels of basic 
education or in Enfllish as a second language. Almost all of the Adult 
Secondary Education level is in the form of preparation to pass the 
General Education Develpment T«st CGED). 

APPROVED VOCATIONAL PROGRAM - A program certified in writing by the Pennsylvania 
Dcpartncnt of Education as meeting the state regulations and standards 
for vocational education. 

AVTS - Area Vocational-Technical School 

CHAPTER I - Provides financial assistance to state and local educational 

agencies to meet the special needs of educationally deprived children. 

CHAPTER 2 - Block grant program which consolidates 20 plus Programs designed to 
ifT.provo elementary and secondary education for students attending both 
public and private nonprofit schools. 

COLLEGE-BOUND GRADUATE - A high school graduate planning to enrsll in a two- 
or four-year degree-granting college or unive'-sity, or a specialized 
associate degree granting institution. 

CURRENT-FUNDS EXPENDITURES - The cost incurred for goods and services used in 

the conduct of an institution of higher education's operation. Includes 
both restricted and unrestricted expenditures. 

CURRENT-FUNDS REVENUES - All funds both restricted and unrestricted avoilnble 
for financing operations of an institution of higher education. Does 
not include restricted current funds received but not expended because 
these revenues have not been earned. 

EISENHOWER MATHEMATICS AND SCIENCE EDUCATION PROGRAM (TITLE II) - Makes 

financial assistance available to state and local educational agencies 
and institutions of higher education to strengthen the economic 
competivcness and national security of the United States by improving 
the skills of teachers and the quality of instruction in mathematics and 
science . 

FULL-TIME EQUIVALENT (FTE) - Conversion of part-time positions into full-time. 

GENERAL EDUCATIONAL DEVELOPMENT (GED) TEST - A scries of five tests in the areas 
of writing skills, social studies, science, reading skills, and 
mathematics developed to measure the important knowledge ar.d skills 
usually learned during four years of high school. 

GENERAL FUND EXPENDITURES - Includes expenditures with reference tc the 

functional classifications of: Instruction (less tuition payments), 
Support Services, Noninstructional Services, Facilities Acquisition/ 
Construction/Improvement, and Othtr Financing Uses (1. ss refunds of 
prio*" years* expenditures). 

GENERAL FUND REVENUES - All tax revenues and other receipts not allocated by law 
or contractual agreement to a special fund are accounted for in the 
General Fund to carry on the current operations of the school system. 

HOME EDUCATION STUDENTS - Children who are being educated at home at the 
parent's request per Act 169 of 1988. 

HOMEBOUND INSTRUCTION - Instruction provided to students who are unable to 
attend classes, e.g. illness or injury. 

NONPUBLIC SCHOOL - A private school which is not licensed by the state. 

OCCUPATIONAL PROGRAM - A vocational education program that prepares students for 
employment. Includes all vocational education reported except consumer 
and homcmaking education and industrial arts education. 
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PENNSYLVANIA GOVERNOR'S SCHOOL - FivG-week long, f ul 1 - scho larship , summer 

residential programs for gifted and talented high school sophomores and 
juni ors . 



PHEAA - Pennsylvania Higher Education Assistancf* Agency 

POSTSECONDARY INSTITUTION - A school or an institution offering Progrnms with 
a curriculum designed primarily for students who have completed the 
requirements for a high school diploma or its equivalent, to include 
academic, vocational, and continuing professional education. 

PRIVATE SCHOOL - A school maintained, or classes conducted, for the Purpose of 
offering instruction for a consideration, profit, or tuition to five or 
more pupils at one and the same time, or to 25 or wore pupils during 
any schoo 1 year . 

PROFESSIONAL PERSONNEL - Those persons as defined in the Public School Code of 
1949, Section 1101 as "professional employees" as well as "other 
professional personnel ." For example: district superintendents, 
principals, classroom teachers, guidance counselors, etc . 

SPECIAL NEEDS ENROLLMENTS - Students reported as handicapped or disadvantaged, 
includi.ng those who are of limited English proficiency. 

SUPPORT EMPLOYEES - Persons employed by a board of school directors excluding 
certificated personnel. For example: clerical employees, teacher and 
library aides, transportation employees, operation and maintenance 
employees, food service personnel, etc. 

WRITING ASSESSMENT - Provides information to participating schools and school 
districts on the current status of students' writing and provides a 
process which can be used to begin monitoring writing skill 
development over time. The assessment was designed to influence 
instruction rather than to merely reflect it.
